It  was  decided  to  ask  the  Sheffield  Regional  Ho spital  Board 
to  take  ovor  the  Management  of  the  whole  of  the  Rutland  Public 
Assistance  Institution,  allocating  an  agreed  portion  of  bods  for  the 
non-sick  until  permanent  accommodation  could  bo  provided.

44  blind  persons  were  in  rocoipt  of  Old  Ago  Pensions  and  5 
in  fecoipt  of  other  pensions. 

Lossons  woro  given  in  Braille  to  7  individuals;  and  Moon  typi 

r  eading  to  4. 

415  visits  wore  paid  by  the  Home  Teacher  during  the  year. 
Social  parties  were  arranged,  all  being  well  attended  and 
appreciated  by  the  guests,  including  a  Summer  Outing  to  Bolvoir
